Covina was the first city to hold a 'municipal election after the 
women were given the right to vote in California, and seventy per 
cent, of the women voted at that election. They have voted at every 
election since that time, out-numbering the men in casting ballots at 
the polls. 
One Covina woman is a state officer in the "YV. C. T. U., 
which is the most powerful woman's organization in the world.

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AND VARIED PROGRAM IS 
BY MEIERS OF FARMERS'CLUB 


'An audience that completely filled 
the large rooms at the new home of 
Mr. and Mrs. N. D. Mussey on Badillo 
street, was present at the meeting 
of the Covina Valley Farmers'''club 
last Saturday afternoon. The meeting 
proved to be one of the most enter- 
staining and instructive that have been 
held by this organization in a long 
time. 
• The meeting was presided over by 
vice-president Mussey. He introduced 
as speaker, Horticultural 
Inspector 
James R. Hodges of the Covina dis­ 
trict, who talked In an interesting 
•way on the values of different spray­ 
ing solutions. 


Mr. Hodges also gave a brief out­ 
line of the work which has been ac­ 
complished in studying the parasitic 
worm which is at work In some of 
the orchards on the fibrous roots of 
the trees. This species of worm, he 
said, Is scarcely visible to the naked 
eye, but can be seen on a glass when 
the worm has been stained red. The 
inspector said that he often found as 
many as fifty In one handful of earth 
taken from around the fibrous roots. 
Mr. Hodges discovered this parasite 
at work over a year ago, finding that 
the. worm riddles the tiny rootlets, 
causing them to die, and a resultant 
jMal-nutrltlon was the effect on the 
trees. 


In orchards where the worms were 
* found very thickly imbedded in the 
rootlets he also saw that the trees 
were badly effected with chlorosis, or 
mottled leaf. This, and other experi­ 
ments convinced him that the worms 
had mnch to do with the cause of 
chlorosis , and after 
studying the 
worms under a microscope for some, 
time, he called the attention of the 
scientists at Whlttier to the new para­ 
site. 


As a result of Investigations car­ 
ried on by the Whlttier experiment 
Btatlon, a bulletin has been issued by 
the state of California, wrltton by E. 
S3. Thomas, in which he says that the 
parasites discovered by Mr, Hodges 
are indeed a menace to the health of 
the tree,,and that there is every rea­ 
son to suppose that they have much 
to do with causing chlorosis. Hodges 
was asked jroany ^uelitiong by the far­ 
mers assembled.!

"Michigan State Agricultural. Socie 
ty was organized in 1840, just eight 
years previous to the opening of-tbis 
college. At this time Michigan was 
the twentieth state in population and 
the fifteenth In wealth by the assess­ 
or's books. 
Today she is 
-the ninth 
In population and the fifth in wealth, 
Detroit was In 1850 the twenty-third 
city; now she is the Anth in popula­ 
tion." 
From speeches by secretary 
Ira Howard Butterfleld. 


"Honorable E. H. Lothrop, In public 
address - at the first fair, September 
26, 1849, sounded the first note for an 
agricultural school. Forty-seven years 
later this college established a course 
for women, a course which proposes 
to give the training named as essen­ 
tial for women." 


Charles Jay Monroe, in speaking of 
the founding of the college, said: 
"Lansing had no railroade. The near­ 
est were the Detroit and Milwaukee 
at St. Johns, and the Michigan Cen­ 
tral at Jackson. 
Most of the boys 
came by these routes. 
From Jack­ 
son to Eaton Rapids there was a 
plank road, but it bad so many broken 
or missing planks, that for a good 
deal of the way Che square edges of 
the plank made it worse than the 
round logs of a corduroy. 


"The dedication exercises were held 
May 13, 1857, in the college room 
usually known as the, chapel. 
This 
room has been the general meeting 
place for all sorts of gatherings for 
fifty years." 


Mr. Mussey added many of his in­ 
teresting experiences at this college, 
telling how they arose at an hour that 
generally beat the sunrise, and tolled 
at hard work, clearing the forest of 
trees rfnd stumps, and of the fact that 
he worked his way while at college,

crude state In those days, but the 
college enabled many «j. poor lad to 
get the foundation' of un education,

How Gold tone Ar* Macf*v; : 


Metallic iridium, used sorffMteiwively 
for the points, of gold liens, tef made 
from the powder obtnim»d In tb« wet 
way from platlnnm ore by.heating to a 
high heat in a sand crucible'ajbd tbeu 
adding stick phosphorus. T^e trtfllum, 
which cannot be melted alone, is tbus 
fused In the form of an iridium phos­ 
phide. To remove the phosphorus the 
phosphide Is boated with limey and the 
Iridium Is lef{ in the form of ft haru 
white mass. It Is now 80 bard that it 
cannot be filed or cut and is broken up 
Into small pieces for soldering to the 
points ot gold'pens. These, small pieces 
are ground to the right site on a copper 
disk wheel with emery or carborun­ 
dum. It is said that an ounce of irid­ 
ium will make from S/MO to 10.000. 
pen points. It has also been found 
that the iridium thus prepared is prac­ 
tically as hard as the ruby/, Ko steel 
tools oah make any Impression upon it 
At one time mnch less expensive than 
platinum, Iridium now is worth more 
on account of the demand for hard plat­ 
inum. In which the iridium Is the, 
hardening agent—New York Press. 


Furniture Castor*. 


Many furniture casters are made of 
leather, disks of the required size being 
cut out and cemented and compressed 
to form" the wheel. The wheel Is then 
put into a lathe and turned rounding 
on its face. Disks of metal are clamped 
on each slde-of the wheel to serve as 
bearings for the axle that runs through 
the wheel, Such casters are made for 
use on hardwood floors. Casters of* 
compressed felt are also designed for 
this purpose. Among other styles of 
casters may be mentioned those of 
glass, designed to serve for purposes of 
Insulation, and ball bearing casters, 
one style showing no wheel, but In­ 
stead s ball which, when the furniture 
Is moved, revolves on a circle of small 
er balls within the caster fitting. Then 
too, there are caster wheels made of 
porcelain and of rubber, of .lignum 
vitae and other bard.woods. 
Great 
numbers of casters are of iron and 
brass.—Exchange.

Work of big Tractor 


Samson orchard tractor, made In 
Stockton by the firm that makes Sam­ 
son gas engines, was successfully 
demonstrated this week on the ranch 
of F. P. O'Connor on Workman ave­ 
nue, the ranch known as "Hespero 
Arboleda." 


There were about fifty Covina ranch­ 
ers Avho saw the demonstration, and 
all are of the oplnlon'that the time Is 
fast coining when Bome sort of power 
machine will supersede the horse and 
mule In the orchard. 
Where four 
horses will make hard work of draw­ 
ing an orchard disc through a cover- 
crop, the tractor rolls along with no 
effort, and will drag the disc when It 
Is heavily-weighted with sand-bagB or 
held down by men Just as well as 
when It Is not woighted. 


Some of these orchard tractors have 
been used on several of the large 
ranches in Southern California, like 
the Lefflngwell ranch, and the big 
Riverside groves. The tractor turns 
in and out among the trees with com­ 
parative ease, and can be guided clos­ 
er to the row than can horses. It 
needs plenty of room to turn at the 
ends, but is not at all an awknrd 
machine in the orchard. The Samson 
tractor Is run by high-grade distillate. 
The machine can be connected with a 
belt and will run any kind of farm 
machinery, or can be used for hauling 
loads on the streets.
